o f intellectual energy. 
But thero is no 
pro o f o f any especial ubundnnco o f pho s­ 
pho rus in fish. 
On the co ntrary, an ex ­ 
tended scries o f analyses in this labo ra­ 
to ry have revealed pro po rtio ns o f pho s­ 
pho rus in tho flesh o f o ur o rdinary fo o d, 
fishes differing in no impo rtant degree 
fro m tho se which have been fo und to o c­ 
cur in tho flesh o f the o ther animals used 
fo r the fo o d o f man. 
Co ntinuing ho adds that “ studies o f 
tlio co nstitutio n o f the flesh o f fish in this 
labo rato ry, referred to abo ve, as well as 
similar investigatio ns elsewhere, sho w 
that, co far as the nutritive qualities are 
co ncerned, the o nly co nsiderable differ­ 
ence between fish and o rdinary meats is 
in the pro po rtio n o f o ilv and fatty matters 
and water.

A TALK ABOUT PARROTS. 


Tlie 
Heat V ar ie tie s am i H ow to T ake 
Carr of Them « -» Overfed ItinlK. 
The parrot jiopulution of this city is es- 
timated at 20,000. 
The Pollys, as they 
are all called without distinction of sex , 
are interesting subjects of study. 
There 
art* good parrots and lmd 
p arrots, just as 
there are good children and bad children. 
The bad parrot is one which has not for­ 
gotten the harsh, discordant screams of 
parrot language in the tropical forests 
and indulges in them throughout the 
livelong day. 
lie is also the iwissessor of 
a limited vocabulary of the “ Polly wants 
a cracker” style, whose endless reitera­ 
tion is even more aggravatingly annoy­ 
ing than his natural screeching and chat­ 
tering. 
A bird like this in the early 
morning can make the seeker for an ex ­ 
tra nap Ix diove that 20,000 parrots is too 
small an estimate of the city’s parrot 
population. 
The screeching nuisance can he dis­ 
couraged and ultimately reformed by 
judiciously administering punishments. 
The vocabulary can be ex tended and 
made interesting by careful training, and 
some* melodious and tuneful whistling 
may be taught by a pleasant adjunct to 
the spoken word. 
Then the bad parrot 
having lx *come good, hard feelings will 
disappear from the neighlx >rhood. 
The 
reason there are so few good parrots is 
found in the great m ortality among 
these birds. 
W hile in the process of ref­ 
ormation and education they die in such 
great numbers that a steady stream <>f 
recruits is necessarily kept coming into 
the country. 
The result ia to keep down 
the proportion of good parrots, birds that 
can talk considerably, swear intelligently, 
sing something and whistle tunes. 
A reporter had his attention attracted 
by a line parrot in front of Jefferson 
m arket the other day. 
Stopping to look 
at it his thoughts reverted to the appal­ 
ling death rate among parrots, and lie 
was pitying the pretty fellow when the 
latter suddenly perked his head sideways 
with the question, “ W hat’s the m atter 
w ith you. hey?” followed by a burst of 
uproarious laughter. 
The owner of the 
parrot, John Morris, the florist, was for 
years a bird fancier, though ho does not 
now keep birds for sale. 
Mr. Morris 
talked entertainingly. 
“ Sam is a very sm art bird,” said he. 
“ I ceil him Sam for short. His full name 
is Samuel J. Randall. 
W hen you are 
disposed to pity Sam on account of any 
impression on your part that he is in any 
danger of losing his ex cellent health, you 
are away oil'. 
I have three other parrots 
in just as good shape. 
It is the effect of 
their care and diet. 
They get no bread, 
no coffee, no fruit, no vegetables, qo 
hemp seed, and especially no meat. They 
do get plenty of good, plain canary seed, 
w ater, and a liberal supply of sand and 
gravel. 
Two-thirds of 
the mortality 
among parrots 
comes from overfeed­ 
ing. 
Some years ago I came to this 
conclusion, 
The birds that came to me, 
sick and feverish, with ragged, dull and 
dirty plumage, were so evidently suffer­ 
ing from dyspepsia that overfeeding was 
the first thought as to the cause. 
In 
their confined state, having 
ex ercise, they suffer if they 
w ith rich, heavy food. 
It occurred to me that canary seed 
contained all the necessary « dements of 
nourishment in a simple, easily digestible 
form. 
I determined to malic the ex peri­ 
m ent. 
A sick parrot that was brought 
in to me was chosen as a promising sub­ 
ject. 
Ho had suffered from dyspepsia 
for months, and was a miserable looking 
bird, that seemed bound to die anyway. 
I thought he m ight as well die testing my 
treatm ent as to perish in the old fash­ 
ioned way of being stuffed to death. 
I 
put him ia a clean cage and for twenty - 
four hours put no food of any kind in the 
cups. 
Then I put in a little hemp seed, 
so that the bird would neither starve nor 
get enough to eat. 
The hem p seed lasted 
only a part of the day, o x fa The nex t 
morning I put in some canary seed. 
W hen the hemp seed was gone that day 


little or no 
are stuffed 


lie good temi>orcd, and can be taught to 
talk well, sing well, (and whistle« nicely. 
The African gray, with red tail feathers, 
talks well and whistles, butm rely sings. 
These birds die in great numbers either 
on the voyage or soon after their impor­ 
tation, a result largely due, I think, to 
their feeding. 
They get soaked bread, 
bread and miLk, crackers, and coffoo and 
cracked corn. 
If they were trained to 
eat canary seed before shipment ninc- 
tenths of ilie consignments would como 
through all right and keep in good condi­ 
tion afterward. 
African parrots are less 
ex citable than those from our tropical re­ 
gions, and are more easily domesticated 
and l>ecomo more attached to their own­ 
ers. 
“ The Brazilian Yellow Neck, or Golden 
Nape, is also a magnificent specimen of 
tin* talking parrot, but he is ex citable and 
nervous. 
Jlis voice is full and human 
like, but lie does not learn readily and 
never has much of a vocabulary. 
The 
Single Yellow Head, a Central American 
variety, is a good bird, and many of them 
turn out to Ik* ex cellent talkers. 
They 
also learn to sing and whistle. ” —New 
York Sun.

The C’ost of Whittling. 
Angus Sinclair, of The National Car an« l 
Locomotive Builder, has pricked the ex ­ 
aggerated statem ent which lias been go­ 
ing the rounds of the newspapers for a 
year past about the enormous quantity of 
coal wasted in blowing the whistles of lo­ 
comotives. 
Taking the small duty of 
live pounds of w ater evaporated with one 
pound of coal, and making other allow­ 
ances, ho fix es the coal consumption for 
steam used in blowing the whistle of a lo­ 
comotive running 200 miles a day to l» e 
140 pounds. 
Throwing 
in the 
odd 
pounds, calling it 150, and with coal at 
# 4 a ton, the cost of whistling would Ik* 
twenty-six cents a day, rather cheap for 
a necessity in railroading.—Boston Tran­ 
script. 


W ork o f th e N ihlliH ts. 
The Nihilists, according the police au­ 
thorities in St. Petersburg, have resumed 
active work, collecting money ostensibly 
for charitable objects and spreading pam­ 
phlets broadcast. 
They are said to have 
discovered an ingenious method of dis­ 
tributing the pamphlets by introducing 
them into the cigarette Ikjx cs which are 
sold throughout the country.

pasted is a thing spoiled. 
A common­ 
place book entry is apt to be a thing hid­ 
den and inaccessible. 
Ia there no better 
way? 
There is a m uch better way. 
There is 
a simple system of classification by box es 
or pigeon holes, which suits cuttings, 
jtfunpiilets, m anuscript 
notes, 
and, in 
short, memoranda of all kinds. 
It is a 
system which originated in the ingenious 
brain of an Italian librarian some years 
ago, and one which has ls*en applied with 
great elaborateness to the classification of 
hooks in the Columbia College library in 
New York city, under the ex pert adm in­ 
istration of Mr. Melvil Dewey. 
The 
method is a simple one. 
First classify 
your cuttings, notes, pamphlets, mem­ 
oranda, under ten im m bem l prim ary 
heads; then subclassify them decimally, 
according to the am ount of m atter under 
each head to Ik* classified. 
In this sub­ 
division each num ber will represent a sub­ 
ject, and the subjects m ay be subdivided 
indefinitely. 
For an ordinary collection 
of cuttings lx *gin with ten liox es, each 
Ik»x to contain its appropriate topic. 
The 
ten topics nrt^in order as follows: 00. 
General W orks: 
as bibliography, cvclo- 
pa*dias, periodicals, newspapers, 
book 
rarities. 
10. 
Philosophy: as metaphys­ 
ics, logic, psychology, ethics, 
20. 
Re­ 
ligion.

These are lla* ten serviceable divisions 
of all knowledge, according to the scheme. 
To each is alloted a box . 
When any box 
overflows, add as m any sulx livisions in 
new b oxes as are needed. Thus, if under 
80, Literature, there is an ex cess, the sub­ 
d iv ision 81 will Ik* for American literature, 
82 for English, 83 for French, and so on. 
Each division can be subdivided as often 
«as is needed, even into several places of 
decimals, as in Columbia College library; 
and each num ber will ex press the char­ 
acter of the subject, according to the 
elaborate scheme which Mr. Dewey has 
printed. But the be.outy of the system is 
that it applies as well to the smallest as 
to the largest collection. 
You may not 
till ten box es at once, but begin with ten. 
The scheme is equally applicable to a 
collection of newspaper cuttings, and to 
the largest library. 
The classification is one that I have 
tried with most successful results. 
The 
number on each lx ix indicates the subject 
clown to any required degree of particu­ 
larity. 
A glance shows where a given 
cutting, pamphlet or manuscript needed 
will be found, and as a given subject ex ­ 
pands the overflow goes into new box es. 
I should ex plain that in filling the box es 
it will often happen that some of the ar­ 
ticles seem to fall equally well under two 
divisions. 
In this case, to avoid any jx is- 
sible doubt, I have recourse to a cata­ 
logue of entry slips, in which I record the 
place of the doubtful article. 
Suppose, 
for instance, I have a pam phlet on “ The 
History of Science.” 
To make sure I 
should not search first under History and 
then under Science l*efore finding it, I 
enter this pamphlet under the author's 
name, and refer to box 50, Science. 
In 
this way the w ork of index ing is reduced 
to a minimum ; for nine-tenths of the ar­ 
ticles classified find themselves, as it were, 
and the index is needed only in a few 
cases like this I have mentioned. Another 
great advantage* of this plan is that noth­ 
ing is pasted down. 
Everything is mov­ 
able, and everything can boused in new 
combinations.—Titus Munson Coan in The 
W riter.
